Creating an issue of HEATHCLIFF is 
fairly straightforward, but there are many 
steps and many people involved. 

First, the editors and writers try to 
think of the craziest, funniest situations 
tor HEATHCLIFF—anything that would 
make you (and us) laugh! Then a writer 


creates @ visual script, rough sketches 
of the story, including all words and im- 
portant action frame by fram 

The script is sent to a penciler, who 
draws (in pencil, of course!) all pictures 
for the story in a size twice as large as 
the comic pages you see. A letterer adds 
all the words and balloons, and then an 
inker goes over all the pencil lines, ad- 
ding black areas and fine-tuning the pen- 
ciler’s work. Finally, 2 colorist uses 
photocopies of the artwork to indicate 
which color goes where. 

‘And while all that is going on, the 
editors tix mistakes, make sure every- 
thing is done on schedule, plus maintain 
the terrifically high (and nutty) quality 
you've come to expect.
